out line. 

any session, there are 
those politicians who eagerly cede their 
rights few leadership because 
frees from responsibility, too. 
comes surprise that many legisla- 
tors are interested only the concerns 
their districts (‘‘slopping the 
Barney Frank once termed it) and happy 
leave the statesmanship someone 
else. After all, traffic lights and college 
admissions are the stuff re-election; 
making laws can only get you into 
trouble. With few distant leaders serv- 
ing convenient scapegoats, most 
everyone happy. The leaders get less 
flak from the members, and the mem- 
bers get someone blame back home. 
Folks the majority Massachusetts 
towns can rail all they want the Senate 
and House leaders, but only the voters 
the First Suffolk Senate District and the 
11th Essex House District get any- 
thing about it. 

This year, pressures from Proposition 
and the impending budget crisis en- 
hanced the authoritarian nature the 
system, especially the Senate, which 
traditionally more tightly ruled than

Parents, she urged, should keep their 
children home. Indeed they should, 
they can. The parents the West 
Indians, Pakistanis, Indians, Asians, and 
home-grown white working-class kids 
have lot common, the kids.

But when England, 
has happened often the US, the 
parents have jobs, money,

Americans see this, they 
cannot faulted for their vision. And 
the similarity, sadly for us, does not end 
there. Our leaders are also alike, both 
policy and personality. Neither Ronald 
Reagan nor Margaret Thatcher was born 
rich, but each has enormous respect 
for those who are. Neither seems 
understand the lives the contem- 
porary poor. Both worship the altar 
supply-side economics, tight monetary 
policy, unemployment antidote 
inflation, tax breaks for the corporate sec- 
tor, reduction social services. 

Americans have yet reap the 
wish preview coming attractions, 
can turn our attention Manchester, 
Liverpool, Brixton, Wolverhampton, 
Nottingham, Hull, and Newcastle.

Right-wingers Britain have very 
little problem dealing with race. The 
most extreme among them have organ- 
ized sporadically into fascist bands who 
bait Asians and blacks much the same 
way their predecessors did Jews 
East End four decades ago. The 
Jews organized self-defense patrols, 
which precisely what the non-whites 
have done places like Southall. 

Less extreme right-wingers, like 
Thatcher, simply urge that quotas 
tightly enforced and that Britain end its 
tradition automatic citizenship for 
everyone born there. 

Liberals have tougher time dealing

No-news radio: the stalemate 
WEEI goes and

ust case has slipped your mind 


and all outward appearances, 

there’s been fair amount such 

mind slippage late this re- 
mind you that yes, the newswriters 
employed WEEI, the Hub’s proud 
CBS-owned all-news radio station, are 
still strike. Said strike, indeed, now 
into its 12th week, and there not even 
the remotest sign settlement. 

But the list those who seem have 
forgotten about this work stoppage in- 
cludes, well, CBS, which has not even 
bothered send its negotiators Boston 
sit down with the striking union for 
month; ‘EEI general manager Eugene 
Lothery, who has gone and hired three 
new, permanent news editors who have 
also been functioning writers; union 
shop steward Dan Hood, who has found 
employment elsewhere and bowed out 
the whole mess; and the union itself, 
which has long since all but totally given 
its Prudential Center picket line. 
number the writers have left for bet- 
ter-paying says striking writer 
Judith Darrell, who now finds herself 
charge. nice way, since kind 
proves our point that were all worth 
more than were getting 

Those mostly part-time writers, you 
see, were being paid all $3.75 hour 
start, lowly figure that grew max- 
imum part-time hourly wage only 
$5.25 (as compared wage rates $6.50 
per comparable stations). And 
the one and only so-called 
session that has taken place since the 
walkout, CBS came back with 
offer that was mere cents per hour 
more than the offer that triggered the 
walkout. left that room thinking 
that they were going bring roll 
dimes and pass them out, one one,” 
says Darrell.)

Every time schlep foreign visitor the 
Hub’s historic sites, think Rome 
where you can schlep places that are 
really old. Americans tend forget 
that while the 17th and 18th centuries

But gee, folks, unless can get the 
Old World this summer, this all 
got and long not going re- 
live the Bicentennial, who cares? can 
all use rest stop the road future 
shock. North Easton, for example. 

Like imagining Trinity Church with- 
out the Hancock building behind it, 
the Emerald Necklace without the 
Jamaicaway, visiting the village North 
Easton (one five that make the well- 
to-do bedroom town Easton) reveals 
the best the 19th century unspoiled 
the 20th. The village only 45-minute 
drive from Boston, but might well 
100 years away. 

The work Frederick Law Olmsted 
and Henry Hobson Richardson, respec- 
tively the landscape and architecture 
darlings their age, decorates much 
the village center; and the wealthy Ames 
dynasty, which footed Olmsted’s and 
design bills, built most 
the rest North Easton well. What's 
more, the present inhabitants have left 
things pretty much they found them. 
There’s been residential building, but 
aside from Shell station the Main Street 
business section shabbily quaint, and 
the local insurance company, Liberty 
Mutual, has confined itself the old 
Ames shovel factories. other words, 
mirrored monoliths Industry Future.

The whole 
layout, including the dip, was designed 
Olmsted (of Central Park fame), his 


first North Easton project; was 
completed 1884. 
Like most the 19th-century features 
the village, the center was paid for 
Ameses, name that can’t help being 
spoken with touch awe Easton. 
The Ameses built North Easton, every 
sense the word. Their shovel factory, 
established here 1803 Oliver Ames, 
grew supply percent the world 


market the latter half the century 
first bringing prosperity the local 
farmers who supplemented their income 
with occasional work the factory, then 
drawing Irish and Swedish immigrant 
workers who felt the full effect the 
Ameses’ industrial paternalism: they 
rented Ames company housing, worked 
for Ames wages, and spent their money 
the Ames general store. 
The premier family Easton, 
meanwhile, garnered 40- 50-percent 
profit their product and thereby 
amassed the largest fortune late-19th- 
century New England. Their estates 
some still privately owned, others (like) 
Borderland State Park and the site 
Stonehill College) given over govern- 


the village, while their gifts and bequests 
erected most the public buildings 
town. 

One purpose the Rockery was 
surely highlight the Oakes Ames Me- 
morial Hall, the first Olmsted-Richard- 
son collaboration here; dominates 
North Easton’s center and sets tone for 
the rest the village. Rising from gen- 
tle, naturalistic landscaping low bushes 
and flowers punctuated rock out- 
croppings Mem Hall massive, im- 
posing union fantasy and function.

Most folks think ribs when they 
think barbecue joints (though the two 
need not synonymous).

She says the only consensus 
among women support for the ERA, 
that everyone had concentrated that 
and left all the messy sex issues alone, 
such pickle about the 
amendment affirmative action today. 

She would have feminists admit that 
the abortion battle was botched bad 
feminists seem fighting ‘for abor- 
tion’ against women who say they are 
fighting for ‘the right life’? How can 
fight the real battle such

right). 

Aunt Betty shows how lady ar- 
gues for abortion rights: really 
for abortion?

And you can 
forget about humanity the public sec- 
tor, kids. your own. 

And for sake, drop this 
homosexuality business, she urges, rev- 
erently referring the Founding 
Fathers who into the Bill Rights 
protection certain basic areas 
privacy. Surely, politically unwise 
seem threaten that area inviolate 
sexual privacy now, part effort 
secure these basic rights for women. Tac- 
tics that smack sexual exhibitionism, 
even slogans like ‘sexual preference,’ dis- 
tort the basic principle; they seem in- 
vade that very right privacy for which 

Have you got that? What Aunt Betty

arrivals and recent tastings.

Winegrowers Council presented their 
wines.

Leaps faith 


Jiri Kylian’s international odyssey

34, Jiri Kylian has already proved himself one the 
best choreographers anywhere. Czech birth, his odyssey 

dancer and dance-maker has taken him back and forth 
across Europe, but has made base for himself Holland, where 
has created remarkable canon works for the Netherlands 
Dance Theater. His clean-lined, sweeping dances are full hu- 
manity joy, sorrow, love, tenderness, horror, heroism, humor, an- 
guish and they move with power and glory. 

The first time laid eyes Kylian slender, dapper man wear- 
ing black coat draped over his shoulders was standing among 
the empty seats Wolf Trap Farm, soberly, intently watching his 
company take class onstage the afternoon heat Washington.

Why they don’t 
make musicals 
like they used

the more interesting fea- 

broadside against the movie- 
making establishment, its succinct and 
seemingly inadvertent analysis the 
birth and decline the Hollywood musi- 
cal. everyone must know now, the 
box-office bomb that sends producer Fe- 
lix Farmer, alter ego, into sui- 
cidal snit musical called Night Wind, 
and the production number see from 
truly horrendous: dressed freckled 
country bumpkin, Julie Andrews sings 
“Polly Wolly while cavorting, 
huge, pink-and-white sound stage, 
with jack-in-the-box and couple 
wooden soldiers. point seems 
that the people who consume mov- 
ies are just fickle the ones who make 
them, and that somehow 
boffo Mary Poppinses become the dis- 
astrous Darling Lilis today. And yet, 
find equivalent this Wolly 
one would have back- 
ward time, past Mary Poppins, be- 
yond the Annette Funicello version 
Babes Toyland, the granddaddy 
American movie musicals The 
Broadway Melody, with its 
the Painted number. Although 
Wolly (mercifully) all 
see Night Wind, the number seems 
primitive and poorly used 
was: sterile, saccharine, nonsensi- 
plopped into movie without 
much sense context character 
presented the big num- 
ber from the show that un- 
happy characters have been working on; 
God knows what the justification for 
Wolly is). course, The 
Broadway Melody has excuse. Musi- 
cals were young then, and there was 
much learn. 

The Broadway Melody was the first 
the Institute Contemporary on- 
going series original screen musicals, 
and one its lessons how much the 
genre did learn and then how much 
forgot. For this series comes full circle: 
begins with The Broadway Melody and 
42nd Street (1933), backstage sagas 
which the setting justifies the musical 
numbers. peaks with such MGM clas- 
sics The Pirate (1948; shown July 19) 
and Seven Brides for Seven Brothers 
(1954; shown August and 9), movies 
that equate song and dance with film 
style. And finally, the series reverts 
films about musicians New York, 
New York; shown August and 16) and 
singers Jailhouse Rock; shown 
August and 16), which the musical 
numbers are mere adjuncts the bio- 
graphical stories. 

One could argue that every genre de- 
velops around basic conflict, and the 
screen musical, this: song and dance 
are public, unintimate ways express- 
ing inner states emotion. This was 
never problem the stage, which re- 
lies projection close the physical 
distance between actor and audience. 
But movies, the very size 
closes that distance. one reason 
why songs which work stage tend not 
work screen (and why last sum- 
ICA series musicals adapted 
from Broadway shows seemed high- 
light one turkey after another). the 
modern stage musical, songs are used 
further the plot, and their lyrics are laden 
with information. But movies have more 
visual and more economical ways 
handle exposition (e.g., close-up, mon- 
tage), and when transferred the screen, 
songs from shows like Oklahoma and 
The King and look clumsy and stilted. 

When sound first.arrived, most screen 
musicals took rather shy approach 
the possibilities and relied 
the stage either subject source. 
The Broadway Melody, the first sound 
film win Oscar, may landmark 
for its swift pacing and gritty emotional 
honesty, but today its musical numbers 
seem beside the point. Gradually, musi- 
cals began draw away from their stage 
roots and treat music altered con- 
text. Song and dance became less sub- 


ject than style means which 
characters could express resolve their 
feelings. Through music, 
could declare, public space, his her 
pent-up desires, emotions, and fantasies. 
One might call this the cur- 
theory musicals: theater, the 
audience assumes invisible fourth 
wall; movie musicals, assumes in- 
visible shower curtain. 

Gene celebrated dance 
Singin’ the Rain, which stomps 
through puddles and indulges the most 
shameless displays ecstasy, is, 
course, the perfect example. soon 
Debbie Reynolds shows she thinks 
kinda neat, he’s busting tell the world. 
The passing policeman, whose stern glare 
brings the number there re- 
mind that Kelly’s acrobatics are not 
convention should accept blandly but 
act emotional daring. Many years 
ago, picked this theme and wrote 
musical parody which the heroine, 
just fallen love and has been 
singing about all Times Square, 
cited policeman for disturbing the 
peace.

And the best musical numbers, the 
theme inhibition-shedding keeps turn- 
ing up. the hot-blooded barn-rais- 
ing scene Seven Brides for Seven 
Brothers; The Pirate, when hypno- 
tized Judy Garland fantasizes about 


Rita and Phil 
optimistic cavorting through the alleys 
Brooklyn, they sing “Make Way for 
Cover Girl (1944). Appar- 
ently heroine was right. And not only 
perfectly all right what you 
damn well please musicals prac- 
tically essential. 

The more sublime (and often the silli- 
er) musicals even further. Music be- 
comes more than expression desire 
exerts almost mystical control 
over the characters’ lives. Rouben 
Mamoulian’s Love Tonight (1932), 
one the airiest, most adventurous 
screen musicals, has lovely conceit: 
Maurice Chevalier, tailor, introduces 
the song his shop, 
and the melody wafts through the streets, 
marching song passing regi- 
ment soldiers and finally makes its way 
over the balcony and into the bedroom 
the princess who become Cheval- 
lover (Jeanette MacDonald, 
else?). Besides being one the most ele- 
gant transitional devices ever used 
film, it’s buoyant, lyrical testament 
the magic song. 

The Astaire-Rogers films used music 
suggest not just emotional daring, but 
the possibility emotions swirling out 
control. Although Astaire usually played 
dancer, the best moments his films 
the ones presented part his 
act; the ones that seem emerge 
spontaneously from reserves playful- 
ness and affection and then build 
stratospheric levels exhilaration. Take 
“Pick Yourself Swing Time 
(1936) which Astaire 


demonstrates dance teacher Rogers 
that he’s quick study (dance critic Ar- 
lene Croce’s comment that the num- 
energy seems ignite 
the air moves They walk away 
which Astaire and Rogers spin around 
the dance floor with the precision 
gyroscope and the sparkling explosive- 
ness Roman candle (Croce: like 
moment cinema-verite bursting 
through the surface polished commer- 
cial 

Occasionally the director himself went 
haywire, without the benefit any 
character intermediary. Once Busby 
Berkeley was allowed direct his own 
films after staging only the production 
numbers for Warners’ classic series 
musicals the early essen- 
tially abandoned plot and character alto- 
gether, concentrating instead his own 
lavish, Freudian fantasies. The 
All Here (1943) makes token gesture 
structure with its wan story USO girl 
Alice Faye, but its most stunning num- 
ber has nothing whatsoever with 
the plot: the unforgettable Lady 
the Tutti Frutti featuring Carmen 
Miranda and acres giant bananas. 

touch Berkeley the re- 
vamped Night Wind number S.O.B., 
what with Julie Andrews unleashing her 
sexuality and baring her breasts, still 
the tune Wolly Act- 
ually, this new Night Wind more redo- 
lent the cloying, overblown numbers 
Bob All That Jazz, film that 
could considered the dissipated scion 
the Berkeley musical. And so, its 
two incarnations, Night Wind serves 
object lesson the history the 
Hollywood musical from The 
Broadway Melody All That 
Jazz. And though Wolly Doodle 
technically botch, Edwards makes one 
incisive point; aesthetically, the Ameri- 
can movie musical has gone bankrupt. 

Attempting trace the de- 
ure out how Berkeley number fit the 
stage was purported occupy. 
doubtedly, the decline was precipitated 
the breakup the 50s the studio 
contract system. Perhaps more than any 
other genre, the musical depended for its 
experiment under the nurturance 
mother studio. But one could also argue 
that the musical died for the same rea 
sons that the Western, screwball comedy 
and use more recent example 
caper film went. Some movie genres are 
simply self-limiting: after while, ex- 
pressing oneself musically 
place longer daring exhilarating 
merely conventional. Besides, 
society which everyone trucks down 
the street the rhythm his own head 
phones, the notion shedding 
inhibitions through music seems 
Other, more regressive, kinds films 
came fill the need: the last decade 
the car-chase/wreckage sequence that 
graces one out every two films has 
allowed audiences feel, vicariously 
that thrill letting go. Today only the 
Muppets can get away with musicals, and 
all they offer are witty parodies the 
genre 

the late 50s, the original screen 
musical had prettv much depleted its 
sources. the same time, its antithesis 
the film characterized 
pressed emotions, pessimism, moral cor- 
ruption, and incipient psychosis had 
likewise run its course. The last film 
the ICA series, Martin New 
York, New York, could serve epitaph 
for both forms while pioneering new 
genre: the first psychotic movie musi- 
cal. Robert performance 
Jimmy Doyle, the seething saxophonist, 
essentially repeats the one gave 
Travis Bickle, the psychopathic cabbie 
Taxi Driver (though Travis was some- 
what less aggressive). The film flawed 
wretched script and schizophrenic 
editing (perhaps the longer version, soon 
play Boston’s Nickelodeon Cinema, 
restores the balance), but honest 
attempt re-interpret the genre.

Oddly, it’s Shields’s appeal adults that could help 
sell this movie the kids. Her precocious, weirdly glazed 
beauty and the put-on lewdness she exhibits her 
ads invite erotic dreams, and her youth makes them feel 
disturbingly unwholesome which why grownups 
take her seriously: she’s the last the taboo sex objects. 
And course, any teenager that grownups take serious-

the foundation their ambition. It’s also the founda- 
tion Endless Love. This putative message 
that teenage romance every bit solemn matter 
teenagers think and that alone ought draw the 
kids droves. 

The awful thing about perniciously bad adaptation 
like this one that lot people come away from 
thinking substantially represents the novel. Published 
1979, Endless Love remarkable book, first-per- 
son narrative idealistic young man, David Axel- 
rod, who stakes his life and soul the ecstatic purity 
his love for Jade Butterfield, the teenage daughter de- 
terminedly bohemian doctor and his brilliant, flaky wife. 
Jew raised Communist parents, David eager 
feel committed, throw himself into cause, but life 
suburban Chicago offers little inspiration.

why the movie crashing bore? Partly because 
Spanish accent has the consistency guaca- 
mole and renders half the dialogue unintelligible. And 
partly because the meager material has been stretched 
fill 90-minute feature when would have fit snugly 
into 10-minute Carol Burnett sketch, with Harvey Kor- 
man mincing his way through the title role. Indeed, most 
the creative energies expended this movie, seems, 
went into the title. the original films, course, Zor- 
alter ego, Don Diego Vega, affected sissified 
manner conceal his identity.

Now truly gay caballero rather Brooksian idea, 
and one that Brooks himself might have used History 
the World Part had not Hamilton beat him (on 
second thought, never stopped him the past). 
And know how Brooks would have handled 
serving one leering fag joke after another. the 
other hand, Zorro, the Gav Blade innocuous 
Cage aux Folles (Hamilton’s performance Bunny 
even between Michel Albin Cage and 
Terry-Thomas). Indeed, the downtrodden peasants here 
are blissfully unconcerned with their procliv- 
ities. But though Zorro/Bunny may well the 
first gay adventure-movie hero, the gingerly manner 
which he’s handled almost exploitative: the film- 
makers trot him out when it’s evident that their script 
sagging, make few jokes his expense, and then dis- 
pose him before the final clinch. And this timidity, this 
reluctance push premise, what gives the movie its 
enervated feel. 

course, neither Hamilton nor Hutton the 
material that there.

plain about the price pork chops, will cut his $750- 
million inheritance unless marries Susan (Jill Eiken- 
berry), pretty but dull debutante who adores him.

Fiddling while Troy burns 


Culture vacations the Berkshires

unny thing, time. most us, seems Tangle- 
wood, Jacob’s Pillow, and Williamstown have al- 

ways been arts festivals. Even the upstart Lenox 
Arts Center years old this summer. And take 
for granted that, after few hours the road between 
town and country, can check into room and rush off 
for concert play. That’s what the Berkshires are 
for. 

But when, exactly, did this happen? People used 
the country get little grass.between their toes. 
Swim little. Fish little. Swing hammock. And 
maybe, the weather was particularly unpleasant, 
into town and catch whatever was playing the 
cramped old movie house almost certainly something 
never bother with home. 

There are probably still few folks who the 
Berkshires for the hammocks. But never know 
from the acres picnic blankets Tanglewood, from 
the line tense hopefuls waiting for Williamstown can- 
cellations. Most the Berkshires do, better 
air, exactly what the city: look the galler- 
ies, check out the new restaurants, shop for crafts and 
antiques cute boutiques. And, droves, the 
theaters, for music, dance, drama or, espe- 
cially manic, all three. 

But these Berkshire towns back couple hun- 
dred years before the festivals. And the hills back sev- 
eral million years before the towns. And geologist could 
tell what goes back several billion years before the 
hills. Ars longa? Not really. 

Which brings Aeschylus. Almost 2500 years ago 
long before anyone thought building theater the 
Berkshires, but well after the forces continental drift 
and such built the Berkshires themselves Aeschylus in- 
vented Western drama. broke with tradition and put 
two actors, rather than the usual one, stage with the 
chorus. Our theater has been evolving ever since, and 
help wondering what old Aeschylus would think 
happened vacationing the Berkshires this 
summer. would certainly want catch The Greeks, 
two-part anthology nine Greek plays and The Iliad, 
the Williamstown Theater Festival through July 18. And 
though it’s less his alley, might also like The 
Columbine String Quartet Tonight!, experimental 
piece about the making of, what else, string quartet, 
the Lenox Arts Center through the same date. 

The first uses old material, the second new; the first 
built myth, the second experience; the first vast 
scope and heavily populated with actors, the second 
intimate and relies single actor and four musicians. 
But both are theatrical way that Aeschylus would 
would approve. 

Both The Greeks and Columbine attempt elucidate 
for their audiences certain mysteries. And mysteries 
made audible, visible, shown live-and-in-person, 
are what theater was about Aeschylus’s time, and 
what, our own time, theater seeking return to. 
Ibsen play, Shaw, would seem far more alien 
ancient Greek than either these two works. Ironically, 
The Greeks gets caught making its mysteries 
seem part the here-and-now that comes close de- 
mystifying them. And Columbine enamored its 
mysteries the processes which art happens that 
gets bit carried away them. But take these one 
time. 

The Greeks smacks many things, but most all, 
smacks the kind order you remember from high- 
school history exams (e.g., summarize the Trojan War). 
Translator Kenneth Cavander and director John Barton 
did just that for the Royal Shakespeare Company, draw- 


ing the works Homer, Aeschylus, Sophocles, and 
Euripides stitch together chronological account 
the war and its aftermath. Nine plays (Are you ready? 
Aeschylus’s Agamemnon, Sophocles’s Electra, and 
Aulis, The Trojan Women, Hec- 
uba, Helen, Orestes, Andromache, and Iphigenia 
Tauris) and the Achilles segments the were trans- 
formed into three nights theater. Williamstown, 
those nine hours have been further reduced, that the 
whole can seen two performances about two and 
half hours each. 

Almost inevitably, the result this condensation 
condensation kind Classics Illustrated for the 
stage. Christopher Reeve stool with his arms folded 
yes, the wrath Achilles; Henderson sur- 
rounded wailing Trojan women yes, the sorrow 
Hecuba; Roberta Maxwell howling rags outside the 
palace gate yes, the blood-lust Electra. 

The hop-skip-and-jump effect heightened, 
doubt, the limited rehearsal time for star-studded 
enterprise like the Williamstown Festival which 
allow for development overall style. There are some 
roles, apart from the 14-member chorus, it’s sur- 
prise that The Greeks has patchwork 
quality which may not have afflicted the Royal Shake- 
not mention the original productions. 

Given these circumstances, which practically guar- 
antee production choppy script and choppier still 
style, what remains said for the Nikos Psach- 
aropoulos production The Greeks? What could 
Aeschylus possibly see it? Well, begin with, think 
have approved the idea. The story, stories, really 
the brothers Agamemnon and Menelaus; their 
wives, Clytemnestra and Helen; their children, Iphi- 
genia, Electra, Orestes, and Hermione; their friends 
Achilles, Odysseus, Patroclus; their enemies, Priam, Hec- 
tor, and Paris; their wives, Hecuba and Andro- 
mache; their enemies’ children, Cassandra, Polydorus, 
and Astyanax are central Western culture. And yet, 
the program notes remind us, they are known 
fragments, all. 

one, for example, sitting nearby the theater, and 
one asked since, could say what happened 
Helen after Menelaus put her his boat bound for 
Greece. Having seen The Greeks, can least relate 
what Euripides, filtered first through the Royal Shake- 
speare Company and then through the Williamstown 
Theater Festival, said about her. Indeed, now have 
overview this cycle Greek myth, starting with the 
sacrifice Iphigenia Aulis that the Greeks could 
sail for Troy and continuing through the stalemated war 
and the ordeal Achilles, the defeat Troy and the 
woes its people, the return the victorious Agamem- 
non, and his less than cheery welcome from Clytem- 
nestra. The second half The Greeks picks the tale 
with the revenge taken Agamemnon’s children and 
the working-through their guilt, ending finally with 
the reunion Iphigenia, who dead all, with 
Orestes after one side-trip Egypt for the Helen 
denouement and another Phthia for the wind-up the 
Andromache story. 

all bit much for one paragraph, but sits rea- 
sonably well within five hours theater. Still, The 
Greeks succeeded only elementary education, there 
much point putting the stage. But the 
story tells grand, elaborate soap opera, one the 
greatest ever invented man. sure beats The Edge 
Night. And deals not only with the family troubles 
the Atreus clan but with the squabbles and jealousies 
the gods who meddle them. Watching The Greeks, 
impossible forget, one might watching the Oresteia, 


that the tragedy has been brought about trio jeal- 
ous goddesses, each whom was willing bribe Paris 
for the distinction being declared the fairest. And since 
Barton and Cavander have relied most heavily 
Euripides, the attitude toward these gods irreverent 
best. this good time get back Helen, and what 
happened her.

Euripides may win praise for his modern outlook, but 
he’s been criticized for his tendency toward melodrama, 
and this, too, finds its way into The Greeks Williams- 
town. attempting make the characters Greek 
myth more accessible modern audiences, Psach- 
aropoulos has let some his actors get away with 
murder that’s not the script. Donald Aga- 
memnon lacks grandeur; Jane Clytemnestra 
lacks dignity; Christopher Achilles lacks power; 
among the gods, only Celeste Holm projects the requi- 
site arrogance; and there are too many performances that 
are simply inadequate. 

course, acting these roles mean task for 
actor any actor. The balance that needs struck, 
between the grandeur the Greek approach and the 
smaller, more human scale which are accustomed, 
not easy achieve. Edward Apollo errs 
the side neutrality, while Pamela 
Cassandra falls just the wrong side idiosyncrasy.

Gang Four out prove that sensitive men 
can play just tough the MCS without either the 
bombast the armor. The key has been the group’s de- 
liberate reduction the primacy the (phallic) guitar. 
Andy Gill has pruned away his style like Japanese 
gardener, resulting, Solid Gold, power-trio music 
without macho overtones. Gang Four, other words, 
creates its overwhelming density sound not through 
the services Steve Jones Ron Asheton Johnny 
Thunders careening close chaotic white noise 
possible, but through group ethic that places bass and 
drum equal footing with guitar.

Here, during party 
the Butterfields’, girl gets 
sing the moony theme song from 
the movie, and Zeffirelli’s camera 
goes adoring binge. 
adores Brooke Shields (who plays 
Jade) she glides past some 
flowers, past some feathers, past 
some flowery, feathery curtains; 
adores David adores her; 
adores Jade’s mother, Anne 
(Shirley Knight), she adores 
him; and adores the singer who 
turn adores the song. many 
prettily lit faces swim fuzzy 
focus that you find yourself 
losing track where you are. 
Should you change your seat? 
Change the channel? Change the 
chlorine? 

But this artistic movie. 
has motifs. Like lots fires 
presage the Big Fire. And lots 
shots galaxies and night skies 
star-crossed lovers, and all that. 
The height Zeffirelegance, how- 
ever, the love scenes, which are 
the centerpiece and 
its single most boring com- 
ponent. The sheets are blue. The 
light gold, with ruddy, sun- 
set tint.

Its 
true subject the fantasy offers 
teenagers, the dream being able 
make out with your boyfriend 
your own bedroom, your 
own house, without your parents’ 
barging and ruining every- 
thing. It’s The Blue Lagoon with- 
out the island, and, The Blue 
Lagoon, the sex make-be- 
lieve, sanitized, drained the 
disturbing messiness real eroti- 
cism real bodies, real breath, 
real juices. 

The screenplay, Judith 
Rascoe, appalling. There are 
moments stupid enough make 
even the smitten chortle, like the
